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On August 6, 1945, the first atomic bemb was dropped on the Japanese city er Hiroshima. 
On August 9, a second A-bemb obliterated a second Japanese city, Nagasaki. Over 
300,000 people were killed by these bombs. Today's nuclear bombs are 1,000 times larger.
